The remains of Dr. J . Ernest Pollock 
were brought from Sterling on the 3:5 4 
train this afternoon, and taken north 
on the 5 :03 train for interment at 
O angev ille. 
The y oung man’s Had 
death has cast a gloom ov er his family 
which will not soon be dissipated. 
He 
was but little ov er twenty -fiv e y ears of 
age, a graduate of the Chicago Dental 
College at the head of the class of 
04, 
since which time he had been associ­ 
ated with his father in his profession, 
in which he had shown a high order of 
skill. 
One theory of the suicide adv anced 
is that he had been drinking for some­ 
time. 
Another, that he was disap­ 
pointed at not securing the practice of 
his uncle, Dr. L. J .

According to report the arrangement 
was that the Dix on uncle ex pected to 
go west to manage a mining enterprise 
and Ernest was to handle his practice 
during his absence and reside at the 
I’¿ Lock home.

and Dr. L. J . Pollock sold his practice. 
Ernest is said to hav e worried about 
this considerably and this with his 
drinking may hav e caused him to com­ 
mit the deed. 
He refused to go home 
from the office with ft ther; and when 
his father returned later ho found the 
door locked. 
On gaining entrance he 
found Ernest sitting in the reception 
room smoking. 
He then prev ailed on 
him to return home, when the y oung 
man retired to his room, and soon 
thereafter called to his father, say ing, 
“ If y ou want to sav e my life y ou will 
hav e to get a stomach pump.” 
Phy si­ 
cians were at once sent for and the 
contents of the y oung man's stomach, 
including a large amount of laudanum, 
were pumped out, and ail night unre­ 
mitting efforts were kept up to sav e 
his life, but without av ail, for a little be­ 
fore fiv e o’clock y esterday morning he 
ex pired. 
It is supposed he must hav e 
taken a portion of the poison before he 
left the office, and a second dose after 
he reached his room at home.

Right ou the western borders of the 
land, and upon the numerous islands 
and peninsulas which are tho common 
natural features of this brok en part of 
the Irish coast, the k elp gatherers live. 
In a certain sense they seem to l»e au 
amphibious sort of folk and draw their 
sustenance, apparently always more or 
less scanty and precarious, from sea and 
land alik e 
Let us picture their ex ist 
ence for a moment, such as wo may see 
it on the island 
ot .Mymsh, not far from 
lloundstone bay off the Galway coast 
Imagine an island, about 12 miles in 
circumference, connected with the main 
land by a k ind of viaduct recently con­ 
structed by government, low lying and 
wind swept by the numerous gales of 
ocean, but crowded with a 
poptila 
turn of several hundred human beings. 
Kvery little cove or bay will have its 
cluster of cottages, with their fishing 
boats anchored close by, ready to run 
down the bay for mack erel or to fetch 
a load of k elp from the neighboring 
rock s when wind and weather permit 
The surface of the island itself, 
which is strewn with huge grauito 
stones and bowlders, is parceled out 
with the most ex act and scrutinizing 
jealousy, and if you attempt a short cut 
across country from one point to anoth 
er your way is block ed by 
a continual 
succession of loosely constructed stoue 
walls serving as partitions between an 
innumerable series of diminutive plots 
So intricate and puzzling is the arrange­ 
ment of these plots that you are not at 
all surprised to hear that they are a 
source of litigation between the owners 
of tho cottages, who are very fond of 
invok ing the law’ in spite of their pov­ 
erty strick en condition 
‘‘Cottages*' we call them, forthesak e 
of courtesy, but whereas the word “ cot 
tage’ calls upm the Lnglish sense some 
bright and picturesque surroundings and 
some appearance of comfort these cot­ 
tages or cabins of the k elp gatherers 
suggest every k ind of discomfort 
Tho 
walls are built of the undressed granite 
block s pick ed up from the surface of 
the island and loosely put together ac­ 
cording to tho rules of a very primitive 
masonry 
But tho roof is sometimes of 
sod, and more often of reed The absurd 
contrast between the strength and sta­ 
bility of the walls and the feeble char 
actor of tho roof strik es the eye immedi­ 
ately The floors are of very unsatisfac 
tory character, as they are simply uu 
even pavements with muddy interstices 
and calculated to retain every k ind of 
tilth and abomination. 
It would be ai 
most impossible to sweep these floors 
clean even if there ex isted the will to 
do it 
If there is any glass, it is simply nfor 
tised into some little chink , and win 
dow frames are unk nown—partly bo 
cause wood is scarce and ex pensive and 
partly because tho fisher folk do not do 
sire a window that will open. 
As far as accommodation is concerned, 
there are only two rooms on the ground 
floor—one to be used as a k itchen and 
sitting room, the other to sleep in, no 
matter the number of tho family party 
Sometimes there is a k iud of loft over 
head on tho k itchen, where some of the 
occupants can sleep Outside there is no 
pigsty or cowshed or any other “ office’ 
which we are ,accustomed to connect 
with the ideas of comfort and decency 
In colil and rough weather the pig and 
even tho cow are admitted to the Jiospi 
taiity of the hearth, and this accounts 
for their very friendly and sociable 
character 
As far as “ ruit” is con 
oerned, 
tho k elper cannot complain 
greatly, as it is a judicial “ ruit” and he 
cannot be ejected, no matter how ho 
iivos. as long as the rent is paid. 
Sometimes a k elper has a right to 
a common adjoining and can run a few 
black faced sheep and some of the blac k 
cattle ot the country, and whenever he 
is in a position to save money ho prefers 
to put it in stock rather than to commit it 
to the k eeping of a savings bank 
lh*ro 
and there ou the island you may chance 
across a little circle ot stoue in a retired 
nook 
You need not puzzle long over it 
as if it were some archaeological find, 
for it. is simply the foundation of a k elp 
stack that has been piied up inside it, 
and the calcined appearance of 
the 
stones, together with the ashes around 
them, will immediately reveal its use to 
you 
Far away along the windings* of 
some distant cove you will often see me 
smok e ot these k elp tires rolling heavily 
out to sea, and the k elp stack s them 
selves are among tin* common objects of 
the seashore, with the long trailing k elp 
weed drooping down their sides These 
have been won with much labor from 
the deep and the yearly wage paid to 
tiie Myuisb islanders by the k elp corn 
puny is nearly 4*2 000 
Kelp is, indeed, the main source of 
their wealth, and many a voyage has to 
be tak en before a ton of k elp is procured 
The weed burns down to a viscous, go 
latinous mass under the action of the tire 
and then cools down to hard and rugged 
block * 
The k elpers live ou tish. milk , 
tea. bread and eggs chiefly, but seldom 
on butchers meat and bacon, to» - the j 
pig is reullv the “ jiutieman that pays j. 
1 in spite ot hardships, 
frung and healthy men 1 
n> >plei» did recruits tog j 
they leave their native 
heir way to the United 
domes

The great internal heat that rendered 
the Amphitrite inefficient was due to 
lack of provision for ventilation in the 
engine and boiler spaces. These regions 
became so hot that little u» seful work 
could be done in them, and the lack of 
air was such as to actually ruin the fur­ 
nace draft, smok e coming out freely 
from the holes in the furnace doors. 
Aside from two small ash hoist tubes 
in the central part of the fireroom and 
a small escapo hatch forward, there 
were no openings from the fireroom to 
the outer air. 
The boilers reached nearly to the iron 
main deck of the vessel, and as the air 
above them and between tho deck beams 
had no escape it became greatly heated 
and lay roasting in those spacea It was 
impossible for a man to go on the grat­ 
ings behind the upper parts of the boil­ 
ers after they had been under steam a 
few hours, though the mam and aux il­ 
iary stop valves were there 
A board of 
officers that reported on temperatures iu 
the vessel got at this place only by in­ 
troducing a thermometer on the end of 
a long pole, and this thermometer 
when fished out and tak en to a place 
where it could be read, showed 202 de 
grees 
The superstructure containing rhe 
cabin and wardroom was directly above 
the engine and boiler rooms, with a 
light wooden floor laid over the iron 
main deck 
At sea. with the doors 
closed, this habitation became ex actly 
lik e a frying pan on a hot stove lid 
The smok e pipe, partly uncovered for 
alleged ventilating purposes, 
passed 
through the center of the wardroom and 
by vigorous radiation contributed its 
full share to the general discomfort 
The deck , in spite of its wooden sheath 
mg. was so hot as to be painful, and 1 
hesitate to say from memory the tem­ 
peratures the board reported as being 
usual m the rooms, in bureau drawers, 
on the wardroom table and in other 
parts of the officers' quarters It was as 
high as 112 degrees, and I think great­ 
er 
Sleep was only a period of uncon­ 
sciousness, induced by utter ex haustion, 
aud was without restful quality 
The fireroom temperature was never 
below 150 degrees and often above 170, 
while the engine room ranged closely 
about 150 degrees 
For the first 24 
hours tiie men stood it well, hut on the 
second day seven succumbed to the heat 
and were put on the sick list, one of 
them uearly dying. 
Before the voyage 
was ended 28 had been driven to seek 
medical attendance. 
Un the evening of the fourth day out 
our men had literally fought with fire 
to a finish and had been vanquished 
The watch on duty brok e down one by 
one ard the engines, after lumbering 
along slower and slower, actually stop­ 
ped for lack of steam The siiip was a l­ 
lowed to drift inshore on the tide and 
was finally brought to an anchor in St. 
Yimou’s sound. 
Though a warship of 
formidable characteristics and sent on 
this distant service, it is doubtful if the 
Amphitrite could have gone into 
a cti on 
at that time or have steamed 100 miles 
further to save herself.—F M Bennett.
